SOCIiiL  CONDITICNSc 


The  district  comprises  fourteen  parishes  and  except  for  the  small 
market  town  of  Tenbury  it  is  entirely  rural  in  character.  Agriculture, 
including  fruit  and  hop  grov/ing.  is  the  chief  industry  of  t  he  rural  area  and 
provides  work  for  most  of  the  population,  n  large  proportion  of  residents  in 
the  Town  of  Tenbury  find  work  in  factories  bordering  the  town. 

IXiring  the  imtumn  months  the  population  is  increased  by  fruit  and 
hop  pickers,  mostly  women  and  children,  brought  into  the  district  and  accommodated 
in  special  quarters  on  the  f'^rms,  iis  more  hop-picking  machinery  is  installed 
there  is  a  progressive  decrease  in  this  seasonal  influx  of  workers  from  the 
Black  Country,  Accommodation  in  the  district  was  only  needed  for  159  pickers; 
a  decrease  of  196  pickers  from  the  previous  year* 

There  is  a  large  number  of  farms  and.  small  holdings  in  the  iirea. 

The  amount  of  unemployment  varies  very  little.

For  infectious  diseases  the  Worcester  Isolation  Hospital  is  chiefly 
used  and  Hayley  Green  Isolation  Hospital  is  also  available. 

The  Blalcebrook  Hospital  at  Kidderminster  is  also  available  and  for 
maternity  cases  accommodation  is  provided  in  three  maternity  hospitals, 

iUJ.  hospitals  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Birmingham  Regional 
Hospital  Board, 

TUBERCUIDSIS, 

Dispensary  and  Sanatorium  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  The  nearest  hosxntal  dispensaries  are  Kidderminster  General 
Hospital  and  Worcester,  There  are  sanatoria  at  I^nightwick  and  St.  Wulstans, 
Malvern, 

The  Local  Health  Authority  is  responsible  for  prevention  and  after¬ 
care  and  the  administration  is  undertaken  by  the  lifter-care  sub-Commi ttee  of

Treatment  and  supervision  is  arranged  at  the  nearest  hospital 
centre,  i.e, Kidderminster  GkJneral  Hospital  and  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary.

There  are  five  District  Nurses  in  the  area,  who  also  act  as 
midvTives  and  carry  out  the  duties  of  Health  Visitors,  Their  work  is  so 
apportioned  as  to  cover  the  entire  area.

I  beg  t  o  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1939. 
W-hTER  SUPPLIES  (GENERALLY) 

Owing  to  the  sudden  death  of  P.  H.  Bullock,  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineer,  in  March,  ivir,  J.  K.  Seed,  his  Assistant,  is  supervising 
the  completion  of  the  Rural  Water  Scheme,  Part  I. 

The  laying  of  the  mains  supply  of  the  Rural  V/ater  Scheme,  Part  I. 
commenced  in  Pebruary,  Supplies  were  laid  to  the  parishes  and  localities 
of  Bayton,  Clows  Top,  Mamble,  Newnham  Bridge,  Dickley,  Knighton-on-Teme, 
Lindridge,  Eardiston  and  Prith  Common. 

The  first  private  service  water  connection  was  made  in  Bayton  in 
July  and  owing  to  the  extremely  dry  weather  conditions  experienced  during  the 
summer  months,  there  was  a  higher  rate  of  public  demand  for  water  connections 
than  previously  anticipated  and  consequently  the  work  of  making  these  connections 
was  transferred  f  rom  the  Council's  V/ater  fitter  (who  was  appointed  for  the 
purpose),  to  the  main-laying  contractors. 

Messrs.  John  Dossor  and  Associates,  V/orcester  and  York  were 
appointed  Consulting  Engineers  for  the  Rural  V^ater  Scheme,  Part  II. 

Regrouping  of  Water  Undertakings. 

The  formation  of  a  North  West  Worcestershire  Water  Board  was 
deferred  pending  a  claim  by  Kidderminster  Corporation  for  differential  water 
charges  and  negotiations  are  still  in  progress. 
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Tenbury  V/ater  Supply. 

The  town  of  Tenbury  is  supplied  from  the  Council’s  Mains.  The 
laying  of  the  duplicate  main  from  the  reservoir  to  the  Swan  Hotel,  intended 
to  meet  the  increasing  town  demand,  was  completed  by  the  end  of  April. 

The  exceedingly  dr57-  weather  conditions  experienced  during  the  summer 
months  led  to  a  decrease  in  the  output  of  the  town’s  spring  supply  at  Studley, 
and  it  became  necessary  to  ration  the  supply  by  means  of  nightly  "shut  offs,  " 

The  situation  was  relieved  by  an  agreement  between  the  Council  and  Birmingham 
Corporation  for  an  increase  of  their  daily  supply  from  the  Elan  Valley  aqueduct 
at  Studley,  This  was  carried  out  by  substituting  the  2"  meter  on  their 
connection  by  a  3"  meter. 

Berrington  and  St,  Michael’s  -  Mains  Yfater  Supply. 

As  the  result  of  a  survey  of  properties  in  the  areas  of  Berrington 
and  St.  Ivlichael’s  for  the  need  of  a  mains  water  supply,  the  Consulting 
Engineers,  Messrs.  John  Dossor  and  Associates,  were  instructed  to  report  on 
the  possibility  of  laying  mains  in  those  areas, 

Bockleton  V/ater  Supply. 

Following  an  offer  by  the  owner  of  the  Bockleton  Water  Supply  to 
hand  over  to  the  Council  for  a  nominal  f  igure ,  Mr,  J.K.Seed,  on  the  instructions 
of  the  Council,  prepared  a  report  on  the  undertaking  riiich  was  accepted  and  an 
application  was  made  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  to  the  Mnistry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Covemment  to  acquire  the  under  talcing  by  agreement. 
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Eastham  S-chool  and  Hip:hv/ood  -  vfater  Supply. 

The  work  on  this  scheme  v;as  undertaken  and  completed  during  the 
Spring  under  my  supervision. 

V/ater  Supplies  -  Council  Houses. 

Difficulties  were  experienced  in  maintaining  satisfactory  supplies 
to  several  Council  House  Estates  owing  to  breakdowns  in  pumping  machinery. 

The  Bayton,  Mamble,  Eai’diston,  auid  Woodgates  Green  Estates  which  are  in  the 

area  served  by  the  Rural  Water  Scheme,  Part  I,  were  connected  to  the  mains 

supplies. 

Water  Samples. 

70  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  examination  during  the  year, 

27  of  these  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.

In  these  cases,  appropriate  action  was  taken, 

DRAINAGE  AND  SE^fFRAGrE, 

Plans  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  Wilcox, 
Raikes  &  Marshall,  of  the  Tenbury  Sewerage  and  Sev/age  Disposal  Scheme,  were 
submitted  in  outline  to  the  Minister, 

Repairs  were  carried  out  to  the  public  sewer  in  the  Kyre  Brook 
v/hich  resulted  in  the  sewer  discharging  from  an  outlet  into  the  Kyre  Brook  a  t 
a  greater  distance  from  the  town. 

Repairs  were  also  carried  out  to  the  public  sewers  in  Cross  Street 
and  Teme  Street  which  had  become  obstructed. 
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i\n  extension  was  made  to  the  outlet  into  the  3iver  Teme  of  the 
Cross  Street  sewer  so  that  the  sewage  v/  ould  discharge  into  the  deep  mid¬ 
stream  thereby  abating  the  nuisances  that  were  occurring  oYd.ng  to  the  drop 
in  the  river  level  during  the  exceptionally  dry  weather  summer  period, 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLIJECTION, 

Collections  of  house  refuse  are  made  weekly  in  the  town  of  Tenbury 
and  once  every  three  weeks  in  the  more  rural  parishes.  The  Council  are 
using  two  tips  for  refuse,  one  at  Kyrewood  and  the  other  at  Mamble. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  quantity  of  household 
refuse  during  the  last  few  years  which  has  resulted  in  the  main  Council  tip 
at  Kyrewood  being  filled  up  more  rapidly  than  the  Council  would  desire. 
Unsuccessful  efforts  v/ere  made  to  find  a  third  tip  preferably  in  the 
Hanley  -  Stoke  Bliss  airea.  These  efforts  shall  be  continued  to  be  made. 

The  Council  shed  at  Ehyse  Lane,  Tenbury,  was  renovated  for  the  purpose 
of  storing  scrap  mntal  collected  at  the  tips.  Scrap  metal  merchants  in  the 
area  were  requested  to  submit  competitive  tenders  for  each  load, 

CQUiTCIL  HOUSES. 

A  tender  was  accepted  by  the  Council  for  a  scheme  for  providing 
Old  Peoples  Dwellings  at  Trumpet  Yard,  Tenbury, 

The  V/est  Midlands  Gas  Board  v/ere  instructed  to  instal  flues  to  the 
gas  boilers  in  the  bathrooms  at  The  Crescent  and  Crescent  Place,  Tenbury, 
as  a  precaution  against  possible  accidents. 

The  Midlands  Electricity  Board  were  approached  regarding  the  provision 
of  a  mains  electricity  supply  to  the  Lower  Stockton  Council  Houses, 
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These  tv/o  houses  are  the  only  remaining  Council  houses  in  the  district  without 
madns  electricity.  The  capital  contribution  requested  by  t he  Board  was 
found  to  be  too  high  to  be  acceptable  and  the  jiroposal  vras  deferred  to  a 
future  date  in  the  hope  that  circumstances  would  influence  the  submission  of  an 
acceptable  figure, 

Following  representations  by  the  Severn  River  Board  regarding  pollution 
of  the  Cutmill  Brook  at  Eardiston,  the  Council  gave  approval  for  the  connection 
of  the  effluent  drain  from  the  Old  Council  Houses,  Eardiston,  to  the  drainage 
system  and  treatment  plant  serving  the  New  Council  Houses. 

The  Council  approved  in  principle  the  decision  to  erec±  garages  at 
V/heeler  Orchard,  Tenbury,  for  renting  by  council  house  tenants, 

A  firm  of  contractors  was  employed  in  tlie  emptying  of  the  sewage 
purification  plants  by  the  use  of  mobile  tankers  with  suction  apparatus. 

This  has  proved  to  be  a  far  more  economic  and  hygienic  method  than  the 
previous  practice  of  employing  local  building  contractors  to  pump  out  and 
’’lagoon”  the  contents  of  the  septic  tanks, 

RODETIT  CONTROL, 

The  Council  employ  a  full-time  rodent  operator.  New  contracts 
were  made  in  addition  to  the  contracts  continued  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  which  amounted  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  a  sum  total  of  70 
contracts  V alued  at  £407"  10,  0.

It  is  hoped  that  as  the  mains  water  supplies  are  laid  through  the 
district  property  owners  will  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  these  grants. 
There  are  general  indications  that  this  v/^ill  be  the  case.

The  Council  continued  making  grants  under  the  Housing  (Financial 
Provisions)  Act  1958,

34  visits  and  inspections  of  registered  and  other  food  premises 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  A  good  standard  of  hygiene  has 
been  maintained  in  most  j)reraises. 


Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection. 

There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  operation  in  this  district. 

The  majority  of  the  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  was  at  the  newly 

constructed  slaughterhouse  at  The  Homs,  Tenbury,  and  a  great  proportion  of 

the  output  from  these  premises  was  ’’exported"  outside  the  district. 

Nearly  lOC^  meat  inspection  was  maintained  during  the  year,  though 

during  the  first  five  months  until  Ivir,  I[night,  the  Additional  Public  Health 

Inspector  took  up  his  duties,  there  was  great  difficulty  in  maintaining  this 

the 

standard,  and  it  was  only  made  possible  by/aid  provided  by  the  County  Health 
Department, 

During  the  second  half  of  the  year  just  over  2^  tons  of  meat  and  offal 
were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  were  consequently  rejected. 
The  owners  of  the  slaughterhouses  were  notified  of  the  provisions  of 
the  new  Slaughterhouses  Hygiene  and  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations  that 
were  applicable  to  their  respective  premises.
